CHAPTER 1056
UNEMPLOYMENT CONTRIBUTIONS
S. F. 1273

AN ACT to authorize cooperation between this state and other states which extend

a like comity in the collection of delinquent unemployment contributions, penalties,
interest, and benefit overpayments.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SecTION 1. Section ninety-six point fourteen (96.14), subsection
three (3), Code 1966, is hereby amended by adding thereto the follow-
ing new paragraph:

“The courts of this state shall recognize and enforce liabilities for
unemployment contributions, penalties, interest and benefit overpay-
ments imposed by other states which extend a like comity to this state.
The commission is hereby empowered to sue in the courts of any other
jurisdiction which extends such comity to collect unemployment con-
tributions, penalties, interest and benefit overpayments due this state.
The officials of other states which, by statute or otherwise, extend a
like comity to this state may sue in the district court to collect for such
contributions, penalties, interest and benefit overpayments. In any
such case the chairman of the commission of this state, as agent for
and on behalf of any other state, may, through the attorney general,
institute and conduct such suit for such other state. Venue of such
proceedings shall be the same as for actions to collect delinquent con-
tributions, penalties, interest and benefit overpayments due under this
Act. A certificate by the secretary of any such state attesting the
authority of such official to collect the contributions, penalties, interest
and benefit overpayments, is conclusive evidence of such authority.
The requesting state shall pay the court costs.”

CHAPTER 1057
IOWA PURBRLIC EMPLOYEES RETIREMENT SYSTEM
H. F. 1176

AN ACT relating to the Iowa public employees’ retirement system, wages covered and

the payment of benefits under such system.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SeEcTioON 1. Chapter one hundred twenty-one (121), Acts of the
Sixty-second General Assembly, is hereby amended as follows:

1. By striking from section nine (9), lines twenty-four (24) and
twenty-five (25), and inserting in lieu thereof the following:

“(8) TFor each calendar year from January 1, 1968, through De-
cember 81, 1970, wages not in excess of seven thousand dollars, and
for each calendar year from January 1, 1971, and thereafter, wages
not in excess of seven thousand eight hundred dollars.”
